insane at 
Hie 
time of 
its 
solemnization. 
In 
this 
ac­ 
tion 
he 
succeeded 
in 
obtaining 
a 
divorce. 
The 
Pension 
De­ 
partment refused to recognize a di­ 
verse obtained ten years after the 
death of the party. 
Judge Smith went 
to Washington last July and argued 
the case before the department, 
and 
showed Hie Commissioner of Pensions 
that the law was as he claimed. It was 
then objected that there was no con­ 
nection between a bullet wound and 
the insanity or consumption of which 
he died. 
Judge Smith went to Groton 
and Ithaca and obtained medical testi­ 
mony satisfactory to tile department, 
and last week Mrs. Summers received 
notice that her pension was allowed, 
giving her over -til IKR) back pension 
and $8 a month during life.

At that season, t erefore, the 
swift spends nearly eighteen hours 
upon th** wing; and it has been com­ 
puted that at tire ordinary rate of 
traveling of this very fast bird it would 
circumnavigate the globe in about 
fourteen days. At a push if it were 
making forced flights, the swift would 
probably keep on the wing, with very 
brief intervals of rest; during fourteen 
days. 
The speed of the whole tribe is \ 
marvelous and seems more so when 
compared with that of the swiftest of 
animals that depends for their pro­ 
gressive powers on legs, however many 
legs 
they may be furnished with. 
The hare is swift, yet in Turner's well 
known picture of rain, steam and 
speed the hare's fate is sealed; she will 
be run over and crushed bv the engine 
rushing in her wake. 
The swiftest 
animi would soon break down at forty 
miles an hour, which the swallow un­ 
consciously 
accomplishes, 
merrily 
twittering all the while. 
All the swal­ 
low tribes are found in great Britain, 
including Shetland, except the swift, 
which is not found in those islands. 
Some writers have reached the con­ 
clusion that t!ie present bird routes 
are identical with the old ways by 
which the carites distribution north­ 
ward look place.

Quite a discussion arose in 
regard to using cejtain portions of Bluff 
avenue and Holly streets for fast driving 
some of the aldermen thinking it was 
not exactly the proper thing to do, the 
l»eint being raised that in case any acci­ 
dent should happen to pedestrians that 
the city would be responsible. 
The ques­ 
tion was thoroughly discussed, anil final­ 
ly the report of the committee to whom 
was referred the matter to look the thing 
up and sec if the residents in that locality 
had any objections, was adopted, they 
having reported that no objection had 
been met with- 
It was decided that the 
city should furnish sufficient plank and 
material to put the bridge built by Wm. 
Paine in the fourth ward in good condi­ 
tion, and also to build a band rail on the 
same, the committee having recommend 
e<l it. 
The next thing on the ocket was in 
regard to the roller rink muddle.

Penjdehi and its Burr pun dings. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial. 
Penjdeh, where 
the first 
Russo- 
Afghan battle was fought, is between 
sixty and seventy m iles south of the old 
Russian boundary, and about fifty miles 
north of the line now claimed by the 
Russians, but disputed by the Afghans 
and English. 
It is, in fact, very near 
the center of the disputed territory, 
which 
extends from north 
to sotxth 
about HO m iles, and from east to west 
about IOO m iles on its southern side, and 
150 on its northern. 
It is not a large 
area, bnt is w ell watered by the Kushk 
and the M urghab rivers, which unite a 
little north of Penjdeh, and by the Heri 
Iiud, which bounds the territory on its 
western 
side, 
defining 
the Persian 
frontier. 
The valleys of these rivers are fruit­ 
ful, but it is neither their agricultural 
wealth nor their mineral resources of 
the mountains that make the territory 
so desirable. 
If the territory in dispute 
is conceded to Russia, it brings her 
frontiers within a hundred m iles of 
Herat, the acknowledged key to Afghan­ 
istan and the passes into India. 
W hile 
Penjdeh may not of itself be, as Lord 
Dufferin says, worth fighting about, its 
possessions by Russia would be a su b ­ 
ject of solicitude to England, who, .con­ 
sidering the steady 
advance of Russia 
southward from Khiva, must necessarily 
mistrust the motive of this extension of 
the Russian frontier. 
There could be 
no especial object in acquiring Penjdeh 
and the territory above described, un­ 
less there existed the ulterior purpose of 
acquiring Herat, thus putting the Rus­ 
sians in a position to influence the pol­ 
icy of the Arriver, and 
ultim ately ab­ 
sorb his entire dominions. 
The more this question is examined 
as to its political bearings in Afghanis­ 
tan and Northern India, the more es­ 
sential it appears for English suprem­ 
acy and prestige in that quarter of the 
world to stop Bushian aggression where 
it is, and if possible force its retreat 
back to Khiva at least.
